we have grown here and which have fruited, proving that they 
are adapted to this locality and latitude. °r those varieties, 
which from their origin or having fruited in such locations as 
to make us very sure that they will mature their fruit and that 
the trees will prove hardy here, 


We also plan to keep abreast of the developement of North- 
ern nut growing, from time to time adding to our list such of 
the very best varisties as prove adaptable to this latitude. 

We will occasionally have extra trees of vatieties which we will 
advocate only for more Southern locations, or for those who 
are collecting various varieties. 


We will fill orders in the order received and as our stock 
of most varieties is very limited, please order early to 
avoid being dissavointed this year. 


HarTNULS 


The FODERMATER; The nut of this variety is of good 
Size, cracks easily, the kernels in large part coming out 
in whole halves; in flavor it is one of the very best. 

The tree grows rapidly, bears annually and in the 
Winter of 1933-34 the parent tree withstood temperatures 
of ~350 to ~35 degrees F. without any apparent injury. A 
graft of this variety is growing and fruiting at Hanover, N. H. 

The WRIGHT; This variety has fruited for us for the 

irst time this year and we consider it equal in nut to the 
Fodermaier and is described by ir. Reed of the U. S. Depart- 
mens of agriculture, as being one of the verv best. (Northern 
Nut Growers association 1936 annual report, Fage 25.) 

The tree gives indication of being even more hardy than 
tne Fodermaier. Very rapid grower while young and we suppose 
Will continue to be, as it grows older.

HICKORY. 


at present, nut growers are almost overvhelmed with a 
tremendous list of varieties of hickory, many of which, 

a es is known as to their relative merits. This is the 
esult of nut contests and thesearcaing out of superior nut 
eae pv nut enthusiasts. 

In a few more years much more will be known about these 
various varieties, as several test orchards are being estab- 
lished in different parts of the country to test them for 
different latitudes and conditions. We have such an orchard 
Started in which we have more than a hundred different named 
varieties of hickory and hickory hybrids. 

at present the best guide available as to the best 
Varietics to plant, isa list prepared by lir. C. A. Reed of 
he U. S. Devartment of Agriculture. Mr. Reed is no doubt the 
yest authority at present on nut tree varicties., Mr. Reed has 
listed 14 varieties as the ones he considers best and marks 
them A. Then he has listed 12 more varieties that he considers 
end best and marks them 8B. However he states that time may 
prove that some of the B listed varisties are superior to some 
on the A list. Also varieties not on either list, may later 
prove to be as good or better than those listed. 
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DaViS; 3 true shag bark, first prize winner in the N. 
and New Bugland contest in 1934 (Best of 442 entries) Nut of 
medium size, cracking quality of the very best, flavor true 
shazbark, sweet and rich. A vigorous grower. This is one of 
the very few shagbarks wnich can be successfully be grafted 
onto pignut stocks. The original tree grows in Dutchess County, 
N. Y., Matures nuts as far North as 42 deg. N. Latitude and 
likely somewhat farther North. 
Rated A by Mr. Reed. 


FOX: Another true shagbark, first prize winner of the 
Northern Nut Growers Asso. of 1934. Nut somewhat larger than 
Davis, cracking quality excellent, mee very best true shasvark 
quality. a.visorous grower, Zrowing weil on bitternut and shag- 


bark stocks and in the only ease we have tried it is growing 
weil on mockernws gtock. Original tree grows near Fonda, N,. Y. 


and thus will surely succeed as far North as the Mohawk Valley. 
Rated A by Mr. Reed. 


The Davis and Fox are two very fine shagbarks and should 
be in every hickory planting. 


WURDOCK; A true shasgbark of far Northern origin. 
Cracking quality good, flavor very best, size of nut about 
medium. Original tree grows on the shore of Lake Champlain 
a few miles North of the village of Crown Point, N. Y.,This 
Northern origin indicates that it will succeed to the very 
Northern limits of the shagbark hickory.

COHEN ; Second prize winner in the Northern Nut Growers 
ASSO. contest of 1934, & true shagbark . original tree grows 
ear Pennsylvania Furnace, Pa. We cannot recommend this 
variety North of Pennsylvania until it has fruited here.

ANTHONY #1; A true shagbark . The original tree grows 
hear Sterling, Ill. and has been known for many years. 
Rated B by Mr. Reed. 


BERGER; A shellbark or possible a mocker X shellbark 
hybrid. Took first prize in She Lenanionecte hickory class 
of the Northern Nut Growers Asso. contest of 1954. The 
original tree grows near Cove Gap, Pe. 

Rated A by Mr. Reed. 


GLOVER; A variety which has stood tne test of time. 
The original tree grows near Sneliton, Conn. . 
Rated A by Mr. Reed. 
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HaGuN; a true shagbark. Discovered in 1920 by Snyder Bros., 
Center Point, Iewa. and probably originates in Iowa. 
Rated a by Mr. reed. 


HAND; a true shagbark. also discovered by Snyder Bros. 
in 1928). Also probably an Icswa Nut. 
Rated.Asby Mr. Resa. :. 


SiaUL; We do not know when this variety was discovered 
or where it orizinated. 
Rated B by Iir. Reed. 


WETTNEY; «a shasbark. first prize in Ohio 1934 contest. 
Original tree discovered 19354 near Bersa, Ohio. 
Rated a by Mr. Reed. 


Wou400X;: «4 shagbaris. Second prize in Ohio 1934 contest. 
Originel tres discovered in 1934 near Geneva, Ohio. 
Rated B by Mr. Reed. 


We have some fine grafts of each of the varieties listed. 
They are on bitternut stocks. we have found this stock as 
good as any, everything considered. 


Prices of all hickory varieties are 33.00 per tree.

BENTON; This variety won second prize in the New York and 
New Znziand 1954 contest, The original tree grows on Mr. Bentons 
Parm here. while the nus is somewhat emaller than the Snyder, 
it cracks out well, ang will surely succeed in this latitude, 
4 45; min.

Northern Nut Growers oma sontest,.The nut is one of the very 
best, being large, thin sheilea and of excellant cracking 
quality. We ere cuits sures thet it will fill and mature it's 
nuts here durins @ normal season. The original tree grows 
near Galesburg, Ill. 40 des. 8 min. N. Latitudes. 


THOM4S; This variety is the oldest and most nearly standard 
of any of the blackwalnuts, but it has failed to fill it's 
nuts here in three seasons of fruiting, so we do not, at this 
time recommend it so far North.
